An attempt to imitate the "quick, 
wealth" schemes of the book famed 
Wallingford is the cause of John Ny- 
man, a cement worker of Milton, set- 
ting In a cell at the county iail today 
and repenting.

Question.—What care 
should 
be 
given at t'lis time of year to raspber- 
ries set this spring? 
Answer—In this latitude it is un- 
necessary to cover raspberries if of a. 
hardy variety, so that there is noth- 
ing that need be done to such spring 
set plants now. 


Question—When should tulip and 
hyacinth bulbs be set out for spring 
blooming? 


Answer—They may be set in Oc- 
tober or November. 
If one wishes 
the flowers for next spring he should 
not. delay putting them out now as the 
ground is likely to freeze at anytime. 
For the work involved hyacinths and 
tulips are most satisfactory flowers, 
as an abundance of beautiful blos- 
soms may be secured 
with but a 
small outlay of time. 


The tulip bulbs should be planted 
about four inches deep and four to 
five inches apart, in good garden soil 
that has been dug to a depth of ten 
inches. If the bed is lightly covered 
with leaves better results may be se- 
cured. 


It is a little late for hyacinths now, 


but if put in at once they may give 
satisfactory results. They are beauti- 
ful flowers ai*l well worth growing. 
They should be planted deeper than 
(he tulip, about six inches being the 
right depth for them.

Paris, Nov. la.-^-Now that France 


has developed an .aerial force with 
battleplanes, 
crulserplanes, 
scouts 
and lesser aircraft, which the officers 
refer to as torpedo-planes, It has been 
necessary to organize -this overhead 
service with the same exactness of 
exactness that armies and fleets are 
organized, with tactics and manoeu- 
vres of advance and retreat, attack 
and defense. Unlike an army or fleet 
which can move- only in one direction 
parallel with the surface of the. earth 
or water, a fleet ol airships .can move 
in any direction, upward, 'downward, 
forward or backward and 
at 
any 
oblique. 
. , 


All of these tactics of the air are 
^,jv being worked out with precision. 
f Already the official reports refer al- 
most doily to • the -manoeuvres of an 
"esquadrille,.''. whicli is the French 
term for a squadron of air-fighters, 
and soon there will be mention of the 
advance or recoil of the "right wing" 
or "left wing" of these squadrons, as 
the tactics provide for the assembling 
of a number of esquadrilles" Into 
fleets which can be increased in size 
almost Indefinitely. Wells, the Eng- 
lish novelist, suggested the deadly ef- 
fect of 5,000 aeroplanes hovering over 
Berlin and dropping bombs. 
The 
number and manoeuvre was at the 
time regarded as fantastic. 
But the 
organization ot squadrons and fleeets 
of battleplanes and cruisers 
brings 
this measurably 
within realization, 
and already one attack 
has 
been 
made with sixty-five aeroplanes, two 
with over sixty, and five with from 
thirty to forty air-fighters. 
The "esquadrille," which 
is 
the 
unit of the aerial organization, at first 
consisted of six aeroplanes. There Is 
/*fone lorrie and trailer and one shed 
( 
or each of the-fighting craft, ao as to 
transport it rapidly to any'point, and 
house it until needed. The autos are 
for the commanding officers, and to 
follow up the flyers when possible. 
Gasoline, tools, supplies, etc., are car- 
ried on the lorries. 


Officer Commands. 
The "eBQuadrille," thus made -up, is 
commanded by a commissioned offi- 
cer of the army, who acts as pilot of 
the squadron. Commissioned officers 
also operate the fighting and cruising 
aeros, with expert non-commissioned 
officers an^ soldiers for the 
lesser 


.craft. Including the soldiers on the- 
lorries, trailers, etc., an "esquadrille" 
has a complement of upward of sev- 
enty officers and men, of which, how- 
ever, only a dozen or so are actual 
flyers. 
jr. Rene Bernard, the newly desig- 


nated Secretary of State for Aviation, 
has recently given opportunity for the 
inspection of the new tyes of air-fight- 
er?. The battleplanes (avion de .com- 
bat) and the cruiserplane (avion de 
chasc-e) are the two main develop- 
ments. Only partial descriptions of 
these craft Is permitted; nothing ca^ 
be stated as to the number of planes 
of the monster battleplane.

New Inventions. 
The fighting tactics have developed 
a number of interesting phases. It is 
a strange fact that one of the most 
useful devices has- resulted from the 
capture of an enemy aero. 
This 
brought to light a.' fine instrument of 
precision, made by a well-known op- 
tical firm of Berlin. The instrment 
records -with exactness the moment 
and place when an aeroplane is per- 
ciBely vertical above a given point on 


/ / the ground below. That is, there is 
(( no trusting to the eye, and when the 
x *- instrument shows the vertical point— 
as, for example, an enemy battery be- 
low—a bomb dropped from the aero- 
jlane is certain to hit that exact point, 
it la, in fact, an aerial r'ange-flnder, 
showing the exact moment when a 
bomb will strike a giv3n spot. 
Another strange device 
used 
in 
these battle tactics is a battery of 
twelve small glass bottles, set in a 
wire rack within easy reach of the 
operator. 
The' -latter flies over the 
enemy's lines, the purpose belnjer to 
signal buck to his own batteries how 
their shots are taking effect, thus giv- 
ing them the exact range. The little 
glaas bottles contain a liquid which 
explodes five seconds after the cork Js 
drawn, emitting a little round puff of 
smoke, 'or R short trail ot'snioke. This' 
is aerial telegraphing. 
The smoke- 


puffs are dots; the smoke-trails- are 
dashes. Thus the pilot takes back t6 
the far-away battery, in dots 
ana 
dashes of smoke, telling the watch- 
ers that their shots are too high, or 
too low, or too far to the left or. right, 
and thus giving them the exact range.

In front of 
the first line trench the Germans had 
barbed-wire entanglmeents five or six 
feet broad. A rabble could not have 
gone through, without being caught. 
In places one had to .search to 
find any wire. It had been chapped 
into bits by the burst of shrapnel 
bullets from the "solxante qulnze" 
-guns and then kneaded Into the earth 
.by high explosive shells. Those guns 
had been firing from a range of any- 
where from two thousand to five thou- 
sand yards, yet with such accuracy 
that tbey could hit this ribbon of wire 
six feet broad. On such accuracy de- 
pended the success of the infantry In 
reaching the German trenches. There 
must be guns, and shells enough to 
destroy wire over a front of fifteen 
miles. If the Germans in the trench 
with their rifles and machine guns 
and hand grenades could go on-flrins. 
It meant murder for the Frenchmen 
exposed in the open as they charged. 
So fifteen or twenty yards beyond 
where the wire was being cut more 
shell-fire had to kill the fire from the 
German trenches.

Afoot, Says Milwaukee

Milwaukee, Nov. 13. — Milwaukee 
has witnessed a very funny time this 
week, over the attempt to force the 
observance of the Sunday law, as 
amended last -winter, upon delicates- 
sen and grocery stores in this city. 
Developments indicate that the larger 
retailers of grrocerles and an, organ- 
ization of their clerks are behind the 
effort to close up some of the small 
shops that have accommodated Sun- 
day trade. Largo cities, in these days, 
have an increasing number of flat 
dwellers and others who 
buy 
food 
from menl to meal, and from day to 
day. so thero Is a real demand on 
Sunday as on other days. The fun of 
the thing has been to see the minions 
of the law sidestep the Issuance of 
warrants for these devilish offenders. 
A judge lectured the applicants for 
warrants and told them they wero 
"moved purely by avarice," aud things 
were otherwise very pleasant. There 
nre four or five hundred members of 
the retail grocers association and the 
clerks association, and some two or 
three hundred of the little fellows, all 
of whom kept open last Sunday in 
open defiance of the law. It is the 
sort of a tempest In a teapot, that 
will probably conclude in a "jawing 
match," in or out of court, but I have 
been entertained to hear the law de- 
nounced as "puritanical." It was pass- 
ed by a legislature composed in large 
majority oC men born in Wisconsin, 
and of foreign parentage, and 
most 
anybody would nave a hard time to 
locate the Milwaukee Puritans in the 
grocery business. 
Even Gov. Phil- 


ipp, 
who approved the law, has 
not 
hitherto been regarded as a militant 
"Puritan." 
Government Owned Ship*. 
In a recent letter I quoted a prom- 
inent Wisconsin mnn wnose life work 
has been at the head of 'large trans- 
portation business in this .state, as 
favoring a government owned mer- 
chant navy. 
His idea is that this 
country can meet the large demands 
of a rapidly Increasing foreign com- 
merce In no other way. He also be- 
lieves that, nothing less than such 
government owned vessels can stand 
the pressure of European conditions 
•when the war is over. 
This man is 
a lifelong- Republican, but this is ex- 
actly the doctrine propounded by Sec- 
retary of the treasury, • McAdoo, at 
'Madison, a few days later. Such con- 
current Republican and Democratic 
opinion illustrates the confusion

Known In "Gay Paree."

Paris, Nov. 10.—Three kings, Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgaria, Peter of Serbia, and 
Constantine of Greece, are 
lopnMng 
large on the eastern horizon Just now, 
ind hardly less important 
are their 
three premiers, who have been mak- 
ing most of the moves in the new 
game of the Balkans. 
The three Balkan kings are almost 
as well known here as in their own 
capitals. 
They come here for their 
relaxation. 
They make frequent offi- 
cial visits at which they are central 
figures at grand levees at the Quay 
d'Orsay, gala performances 
at 
the 
grand opera, and military reviews at 
Vincennee. They used to come often, 
also, on 'business, chiefly to buy the 
latest pattern of French artillery, the 
famous "75." 
Besides these kingly 
visits,'each of these monarchs, inuog- 
ulto, has had hie days as a Paris boul- 
avardier, and Peter in particular and 
his royal brother, Arsene, are well ac- 
quainted with the paths of Bohemia 
leading through Montmartre and the 
Latin quarter. 
On one of Kins Ferdinand's visits 
there was opportunity to view liiir. at 
close range, as he received in rdost 
democratic fashion at a reception at 
the foreign office. He was in the cen- 
ter of a group of cabinet ministers, 
and his military retinue in their bril- 
liant uniforms. But the king himiself 
was in plain evening clothes, with 
the wide red ribbon of the Legion of 
Honor across his breast.
